Morning Prayer 


Many people thank God every morning when they get up. 
They thank Him for giving them another day of work and 
play. They ask God to watch over them in all they say and 
do. So, too, whenever a group of Church people are to- 
gether in the morning, they say prayers and thanksgivings 
and read the Bible. We call this service ‘““Morning Prayer.”

@ The Minister shall begin the Morning Prayer by reading one or more 
of the following Sentences of Scripture. 


HE Lorp is in his holy temple: let all the earth 
keep silence before him. Habakkuk 2: 20. 

I was glad when they said unto me, We will go 
- Into the house of the Lorp. Psalm 122: 1. 

Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my 
heart, be alway acceptable in thy sight, O Lorb, my strength 
and my redeemer.

A General Confession 


When we love someone, we are happy in the person’s 
company. This is true whether we are grownups or chil- 
dren. But we often make each other unhappy by being 
selfish, or mean and rude. For example, sometimes we say 
‘‘No” when we are asked to help. When something like 
this happens, the only way we can be happy with one an- 
other again is to admit that we were wrong, hope to be 
forgiven, and plan to do better. 

God loves us, too. He wants us to be happy in His 
company. But when we are selfish, do mean things or say 
ugly words, we displease Him. Our selfishness is what we 

‘call sin. We cannot be happy in God’s company again until 
we tell Him we are truly sorry for our sin. When we tell 
Him this, we are making a confession to Him. 

Everyone acts badly from time to time, and everyone is 
in need of confessing this to God. We call the Confession 
“general” because we say it together, with the Minister.

The Absolution 


When we do something we are 
sorry for, and show that we are 
sorry, we hope that those who 
love us will forgive us. If they 
did not love us, they would not 
forgive us. But even when we are 
forgiven, those who love us want 
us to try our best not to be so 
mean and selfish again. 

God forgives us our sins, too, 
because He loves us. If we are 
truly sorry, and promise to try 
our best to be kind and loving 
and helpful, God will also help 
us keep that promise. This is 
what the Priest tells us while we 
are still kneeling after our 
confession. We call the Priest’s 
words the Absolution.

The Venite 


The Absolution tells us that God loves us, and this makes 
us so happy we want to sing. That is why we sing the 
Venite. The word “‘venite”’ is Latin for ““O come,” Oe first 
_two words of this song. 

In the Venite we thank God for making us His children. 
We thank Him for placing us in the wonderful world He 
has made. We thank Him for His constant care of us. He 
feeds us and helps us. He protects us from harm. We also 
remember that He expects us to obey Him.

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The Lessons 


After we have finished the Venite and a Psalm or Psalms, 
we sit down while the Minister reads to us from the Bible. 
He reads two Lessons. The First Lesson is from the Old 
Testament. The Second Lesson is from the New Testa- 
ment. 

When we listen to the Lessons, we learn about God. How 
He made the world and everything in it. How He con- 
stantly loves and cares for all people. How He promises 
happiness to all who obey Him. How He sent His Son, 
‘Jesus Christ, to be our Saviour. How He sent forth 
Christ’s companions into all the world to tell the people 
about God’s love for them. | 
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The Canticles 


After each of the Lessons has been read to us, we stand 
up and sing another song called a canticle. The word 
‘‘canticle’’ means “‘song.” In Morning Prayer there are 
several of these songs. We choose one to sing after each 
Lesson. 

The canticles help us to thank God for making us and 
all the world, and for sending Jesus to us to be our 
Saviour. Like the Venite, the canticles remind us of how 
much God cares for us, and how He watches over us day 
by day.

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The Apostles’ Creed 


When we have finished our songs, we say the Apostles’ 
Creed together. The word “‘creed”’ comes from the Latin 
word “‘credo,”’ which is the first word of the Creed in 
Latin. It means “‘I believe.”’ This Creed is called the 
Apostles’ Creed because it contains what was taught us by 
Jesus’ companions, the apostles. 

The Creed is our promise of loyalty to God who is our 
Maker, our Saviour, and our Guide. When we were bap- 
tized, and made members of the Church, our parents and 
godparents made this promise of loyalty for us. They also 
promised to help us follow this pledge as members of the 
Church. 
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The Prayers 


After the Creed, we all kneel once again, to say our 
prayers. The first prayer the Minister reads is the Collect 
(or prayer) for the Day. You will find the Collects for the 
Day in this book beginning on page 68. After the Minister 
reads the Collect for the Day, he sometimes reads other 
special Collects. Then he reads other prayers asking God to 
bless us and all people in the world. | 

Two prayers are always read: one for peace and one for 
grace. In these two prayers, we ask God to take care of us 
during the day. We ask Him to protect us from everything 
that hurts us. And we ask Him to help us to be good and 
strong against all the things that tempt us to be selfish and 
unloving.

@ Here shall be read the Collect for the Day, followed by a Collect for 
Peace and a Collect for Grace. 


A Collect for Peace. 


GOD, who art the author of peace and lover of con- 
cord, in knowledge of whom standeth our eternal life, 
whose service 1s perfect freedom; Defend us thy humble 
servants in all assaults of our enemies; that we, surely trust- 
ing in thy defence, may not fear the power of any adver- 
saries, through the might of Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


A Collect for Grace. 


LORD, our heavenly Father, Almighty and everlast- 

ing God, who hast safely brought us to the beginning 
of this day; Defend us in the same with thy mighty power; 
and grant that this day we fall into no sin, neither run into 
any kind of danger; but that all our doings, being ordered 
by thy governance, may be righteous in thy sight; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 
q@ Then the following Prayers, or others from the Prayer Book, may be 

said. 
A Prayer for The President of the United States, 
and all in Civil Authority. 


LORD, our heavenly Father, the high and mighty

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The Epistle and Gospel 


Each Sunday and Holy Day in the Church Year has two 
special readings from the Bible. These readings are called 
the Epistle and the Gospel. 

An epistle is a letter. The Epistle is usually taken from 
one of the New Testament Epistles. Saint Paul wrote many 
of these. They were sent to churches in cities around the 
Mediterranean Sea. The letters were saved so that they 
could be read over and over again. 

The word “‘gospel’’ means “good news.” In the New 
Testament there are four books called Gospels that tell us 
what Jesus did and said. They are the most important 
books in the world. The Gospel for the day is a lesson read 
from one of these four Gospels. 
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The Nicene Creed 


The Nicene Creed is a statement of what we believe about 
God and the things He has done for us. It was written 
down by the bishops of the early Church so that all the 
world might know what Christians believe. We stand and 
say it together as a promise of loyalty to God who is our 
Maker, our Saviour, and our Guide. 

The Nicene Creed is longer than the Apostles’ Creed, 
but both Creeds talk about the same things. The name 
“Nicene”? comes from the city of Nicaea, in Asia Minor, 
where the first effort was made to write down this Creed. 
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BELIEVE in one God the Father Almighty, Maker of 

heaven and earth, And of all things visible and invisible: 

And in one Lord Jesus Christ, the only-begotten Son of 
God; Begotten of his Father before all worlds, God of God, 
Light of Light, Very God of very God; Begotten, not made; 
Being of one substance with the Father; By whom all things 
were made: Who for us men and for our salvation came 
down from heaven, And was incarnate by the Holy Ghost 
of the Virgin Mary, And was made man: And was crucified 
also for us under Pontius Pilate; He suffered and was buried: 
And the third day he rose again according to the Scrip- 
tures: And ascended into heaven, And sitteth on the right 
hand of the Father: And he shall come again, with glory, to 
judge both the quick and the dead; Whose kingdom shall 
have no end. 

And I believe in the Holy Ghost, The Lord, and Giver 
of Life, Who proceedeth from the Father and the Son; 
Who with the Father and the Son together is worshipped 
and glorified; Who spake by the Prophets: And I believe 
one Catholic and Apostolic Church: I acknowledge one 
Baptism for the remission of sins: And I look for the Resur- 
rection of the dead: And the Life of the world to come.

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The Offertory 


We all enjoy giving things to people we love. In the part of 
the Holy Communion called the Offertory, we offer to 
God two kinds of presents from all the things that He has 
given us. One of these offerings is a gift of our money. 
This money will be used to spread the Good News about 
God, who loves us and all people. 

The other offering in the Holy Communion is the bread 
and the wine. We make the bread and the wine from the 
good things God has given us in His creation. So we offer 
these gifts to Him that He may bless them and us and all 
our life. 
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And the King shall answer and say unto them, Verily I 
say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. St. 
Matthew 25: 40.

If you were climbing 
up a steep hill and could not quite make the top, you 
would welcome, more than anything, someone with a 
strong arm to help you. This is what our Saviour Jesus 
Christ does. He comes to us in God’s Name, wherever we 
are, and helps us. 


The Sursum Corda 


The central part of the service begins as the Priest calls us 
to lift up our hearts to God and give Him praise and 
thanks. (The Latin words “sursum corda”’ mean “‘lift up 
your hearts.’’)

We all hang calendars in our homes to remind us what day 
it is and to help us remember the days and times when we 
have important things to do or special places to go. The 
Church also has a calendar reminding us of Jesus, our 
Lord, and of His Saints. It tells us of the special days 
when we are to meet together for worship. 

The seasons spring, summer, fall, and winter are 
familiar to all of us. The Church has seasons, too. In the 
Church Year the seasons are Advent, Christmastide, 
Epiphany, Pre-Lent, Lent, Eastertide, Ascensiontide, 
Whitsuntide, and Trinity. As we follow the Church Year in 
our worship, we hear the story of God’s love for us and for 
all people. 

In the rest of this book you can read about the Church 
seasons. You can also find the prayers to be read in 
church on each Sunday and special day in the year. The 
Book of Common Prayer has the Epistles and Gospels for 
these days, also.

Advent Season 


The word “advent”? means “‘coming.’’ In the Advent 
Season we prepare for the coming of our Lord at Christ- 
mas. We do this in several ways. First, we prepare our 
hearts to receive Him. Just as we look forward with joy to 
the coming of a guest to our home, so we await with 
longing and love the coming of Christ among us. We also 
prepare for His coming by thinking of others instead of 
ourselves. One way we can show our love for others is to 
make gifts for them. In the four weeks of Advent we spend 
many hours preparing the gifts we will give our family and 


friends at Christmas. 


The First Sunday in Advent. 


LMIGHTY God, give us grace that we may cast away 
the works of darkness, and put upon us the armour 
of light, now in the time of this mortal life, in

The Pre-Lenten Season gives us the time to plan how we 
are going to observe Lent. If we have not made a mission- 
ary offering during the Epiphany Season, now is a good 
time to make plans to do so during Lent.

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Lenten Season 


Lent is the season in the Church Year when all who follow 
Jesus Christ remember especially how He suffered for our 
sake. Lent lasts for forty days because Jesus stayed forty 
days in the wilderness, fasting, praying, and preparing 
Himself for the work that God had given Him to do. In 
Lent, Jesus’ followers fast and pray, too. To fast is to give 
up something we like very much. Fasting makes our wills 
stronger. It can also be a way of saving money to help 
others. 

The first day of Lent is called Ash Wednesday. The last 
week in Lent 1s called Holy Week. During Holy Week we 
remember Jesus’ last week on earth. On Thursday night 
He shared the Last Supper with His disciples. This was the 
first service of Holy Communion. On Good Friday Jesus 
suffered and died on the Cross for the sins of all the world.
